SALVAGING. WRECK
HERCULEAN TASK

SWIFT CURRENT OF THE HUM-
BER ° RIVER COVERS ZR-2
WRECKAGE WITH SAND DE-

, POSITS THAT WILL CAUSE
TROUBLE MOVING RUINS.

Hull, England, Aug. 26,—Work-
men engaged in salvaging the wreck-
age of the ill-fated ZR-2 from the
turbid waters of the. Humber, where
it fell with its human freight on
Tuesday evening, employed power-

of the .airship. It was believed as
soon as the twisted ‘and. tang-led
framework of the dirigible was rais-
ed it would be possible to recover the
bodiés of many of the men who died
when the dreadnaught of the air col-

lapsed afd caught fire.

The work of lifting the wreckage
